Here it must bo stated that Ange Hilly Asmusaen during 
interrogation baa etnted thut the eubjeot assooiated vt.ry 
muoh with a German named Fiooh, v£i o is supposed to have 
worked for "Amt VI % 

During interrogation the eubjeot stated: that probably 
in Hovember or Deoembor 1944 ’‘‘Amt VI” eont Hauptsoharf ttni* r 
Gunther Fiooh to as si at the subject* Fiooh woe mainly to 
be used at the office,. The subject states that Fiooh did 
not posess the intelligence ceoeeanry for the woik within 
n Amt VI", and thua the eubjeot did not use hla for tho 
work itself, but aa Fiooh had stayed In Sweden after the a 
Great Her and therefore spoke and read Swedish excellently* « 
The eubjeot set him to work at reading Swedish papers g 

hoping in this way to be nblo to get eomethlng of interest 8 
for the work of "Arab VT : * ^ 

The eubjeot says that Pioch talked with Thalblxser g 

possibly twloe about the latter s trips for the eubjeot “ 

to Sweden as mentioned in a proceeding report* When Fiooh 
did so It happened only beoauee Thnlbitser did not apeak 
German, for which* reason the eubjeot had difficulty In 
understanding him* At that time too Fiooh translated the « 
matters of which the oubjeot wonted Thalfcitser to get in- 
formation, from German- into Swedish, which Thalbitser *• 

understood excollently^ jg 

The subject states that there was not really any offioe- ^ 
work, and that Fiooh therefore was quite superfluous for 
the work of the oubjeot, of which the eubjeot also Informed jC - 
"AMT VI 11 in Berlin; Ee says that Fiooh was sent to Berlin ** 

about April 2o» 1945* the eubjeot has hod no oonneotlon 
with him later on. W

Further the subject states that” 4, possible at the be-, 
ginning of April 1945 "Amt VI" cent him a secretary named 
Miller, Gertrud Margrethe Hlfriede, born April 19* 1922 jjj 
in Hamburg. The eubjeot had no work for her, and he arranged 1*

The eubjeot claims that he hod no other assistants here ® 
in Copenhagen, and that he himself reported directly to 
33-Sturabannfuhrer Bueeinger, "Referent" with the "Referot" m 
VI D 3 . but he says that he, however, did not belong to 
this "Referat" but to the "Referat'" VI D 2, England, the 
leader of which was Dr, Sohttttehopf , SS-Hauptsturmftthrer* 



Tho eubjeot has been Interrogated oonoeming the oonneotlon 
of Selbolt and that of Gilbert with the "Amt VI" and states 
that he does not knov Gilbert at all, whereas he ha e a 
superficial knowledge of deibolt, of whioh he states that 
he met him at the offioe of the "Asst VI" In Berlin probably 
In 1945* The subject talked a few words with Selbolt and 
asked a, 0 , things, what he was doing there, to whioh Selbolt 
answered that he was there on a special mission - Bonder.* 
auftrag * end therefore the eubjeot did not put further .a- 1 
questions. 
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The aubJeoT, suys that ho do ^>*3 not know for oertaic if 
Seibolt worked for the "An.t 71” # but be thinko that Seibolt 
worked for the "Ant VI" either in tforwny or in Denmark at 
that time. Seibolt was probable employed at the oonsulnte 
at Dagmarhis. The subject thinks that Seibolt was Daufeldt's 
predeoeseor in this oountry lor the "Amt 71", but he is 
not able to state anything certain* 

Later on the subject has met Soibolt possibly in Deoenu 
ber I 944 or in January 1945 In Copenhagen and possible in 
Vebruary or March .again, when he was on an official Journey 
to Beilin, but the subject thinks that Seibolt worked for tho 
"Abwehr" at that time* 

Granberg. Jane Homey is quite unknown to the subjeot. 
but during the interrogation he states that he knows Grnx 
Ton dor Sohuhlonburg by repute, who was employed at tho f -g£ fcrS 3 
German Legation In ^tookhola. The subjeot thinks that Ton 00 *^ 
der Sohuhlenburg worked for the "Abwehr", but does not know ^Kfo 
anything for oertainj 

The subjeot has no knowledge of any connection with the 
Swedish IS,

the eubjeot claims that he Is completely ignorant of the fcftrTl 

persons, who worked for the "Amt Yl ,f in Sweden. He maintains^^^ fij 
tha t he has not had ono single oonneotlon Tin Sweden* 



Concerning agente in the other countries mentioned, the “"Jgj 
subjeot deolaree that he knows ezaotly that no agents from 
the *Amt VI" were In these oountrlea. 

He olaima that he has not had any offloial oonneotlon asErrj^ar-S .1 
with Grttnhelm, the head of the r Amt VI" In Oslo, whom* he 
knowe from Berlin, where they were In the same seotlon. He 
apy: that he has not bad anything to do with Io eland and -:rv S^SS 
hae never reoeived reports from there. Thus he claims that 
he does not know either Sigvaldnson or Thoretelnsson, and 
same is the oase with Dr, lode, an Oberleutnant , whom he 
olaima to know "either- by name" or by doing and he has had w 
no oonneotlon with him, ^a 2 ESfflrsa

Oonoemlng the oonneotlon of "Amt Vli with sabotage, In- * 
eluding 8 korzeny, Dr* Major Eisenberg, 7eter 3ohttfer, dohwerdf] 
Sohmldt and Homer, the subjeot declares that he does not l ’ 
know any of these persons exoept Skorseny, whom he has sera am 
talked with onoe in Berlin, Skorseny is a man* who Is well- 
known to everybody In Germany on account of the liberation 
of Mussolini, but the eubjeot olaima to hnTe no knowledge of 
Skorseny s work* Oonoemlng this matter, however, tho subjeot 
has previously been interrogated closely, and at that time 
he gave a similar statement. 

The subject alBO olaima that he has no knowledge of the 
faot that "Amt VI" Is oald to have had oonneotlon with the 
terrorist groups here in Copenhagen*
